According 
to an estimate oy an atomic scientist, one thousand atomic bombs would oe 
apedec bo cevastate Stalingrad to the savie cegree the Germans dic; therefore, 
the oxtire stecknile of atomic bombs in U.5. possession is not sui'ficiont t 
destyoy even a medium-sized city like Stalingrad. 


S3esides, airplanes are required for the delivery of atomic bambs, the joviet 


airolanes in comparison with American planes are far superior in mechanics 
and speed, not to mention the piloting techniques.
